- TAIWAN OFEICIALDOM REACTED PUBLICLY AS IF OTHER SHOE WERE 
DROPPING WITH VANCE ASIA SOCIETY SPEECH. LEGISLATIVE YUAN 
JULY 6 ADOPTED RESOLUTION OF PROTEST NOTING END TO U.S.-ROC 
RELATIONS WOULD BRING MAJOR CONELICT IN TAIWAN STRAITS - 
IN ADDITION TO EARLIER REPORTED STATEMENTS BY FOREIGN MINISTER,
